Here, on this reproduction of tho iamous Fort VS orth Pike, once an 
Indian trail, are shown Dobbin and hio precious cargo of newlyweds* 
in a scene staged on this one rf the nine famous trails and highways 
that constitute “Road. of the Southwest’’ as re-created by the Ford 
Motor Company near the Ford Exposit ion building at the Texas Cen­ 
tennial in Dalis. 


Fort Worth Pike, which started 
as an Indian trail and was im­ 
proved by settlers as a -tage coach 
line and later as a commercial 
highway between Fort Worth and 
Dallas, is reproduced in part in the 
‘Roads of the Southwest” which 
skirt the lagoon opposite the Ford 
building at the Texas Cent 'finial 
iii Dallas. Nine famous trails and 
highway.- of the Southwest c o m ­ 
prise the exhibit. 
The first route between Dallas 
and Fort Worth probably was on** 
which ran some distance north of 
the present 
road. 
It 
is believed 
that. i’ led from the. little settle­ 
ment which* became the city of 
Dallas to the pix sent town of Car- 
'ollton, t to nee west to the present 
(Avn of Piniville. and on to Fort 
Worth. This seemed to he the logi- 
•al route between Fort VV orth .intl 
Dallas 
because 
it 
would 
enable 
.ravelers to make the trip without 
fording the river more than once 
and that at a point somewhat south 
of ('at (milton. 
Early records indicate that Fort 
A’orth was established about 1841* 


when Major IC A. Arnold and his 
cavalry troops camped on a bluff 
o v e r - lo o k in g t h e T r i n i t y river 
where the present T a rra n t County 
court house now stands. The troops 
had been sent to that section to 
quell Indian uprisings. Fort Worth 
was named for General William J 
Worth of New York, of Mexican 
war fame, and a close friend of 
.Major Arnold. Fort Worth became 
the county seat of T arrant Coun­ 
ty in I Sob. 
B e t w e e n 18 b 0 and 1870 Fort 
Worth became a great cattle con­ 
centration point. Large herds of 
cattle from Dallas ami points to 
tla* ,-otith pass* *1 through Fort 
Worth on their way to northern 
markets. One of the chief cattie 
trails of Mi*' day passed directly 
til rough Fort Worth. 
In May, 1902, records show, the 
Fort 
W o r t h P i k e was ordered 
paved with m a c a d a m . The Fort 
W o r t h Pike now is a part o f V . S. 
Highway 80, which also is known 
as the Bankhead Highway and the 
Broadway of America.

It w as B e n ja m in F ra n k lin in the 
1720s who g ave tile first stim ulus 
to spocfr.ele-rnaking in tins country, 
notes a w riter in the New York Sun.
